Mr.  Chairnian,  Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  ii'cntlonen. 

There  is  little  to  note  in  1949  in  the  ScIkjoI  hlealth 
Service.  The  Education  Act  of  1944  has  been  in  operation 
sufficiently  lon^^-  to  enable  the  new  service  to  settle  down,  and 
to  reach  a  sta^fe  of  development  which  it  is  not  likely  rapidly 
to  exceed  until  more  prosperous  times.  There  is,  on  the  other 
hand,  nothin^'  to  deplore  in  the  health  of  the  children.  The\ 
continue  tO'  he  sturd\-,  vigorous,  and  of  yood  nutrition  and 
l)hysique,  and  compare  more  than  favoura1)l\'  with  the  ])re-war 
l)roduct. 

.Vdditional  nursing-  staff  has  enabled  us  to  cany  out 
more  cleanliness  inspecti(;ns,  and  incidentally  to  set  a  hiyher 
standard  amonifst  the  children.  The  position  as  regards  cleanli¬ 
ness,  however,  is  immensely  better  than  a  few  \’ears  ayo,  and 
better  than  the  li,yures  suqtyest.  (iross  uncleanliness  is  now 
uniaanmon,  and  this  is  due  parth’  to  an  impro\ed  slande.rd  ot 
care  1)\-  the  i)arents,  and  parth'  to  the  remarkably  lethal  ellects 
of  1)1)4'  and  similar  products  on  the  head  hiioe 
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(>>ne  of  the  results  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of 
1946  has  been  that  during  1949  we  have  at  last  had  access  to 
a  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  and  have  received  a  very  substantial 
amount  of  help  from  the  psychiatric  centre  at  Solihull, 
Unfortunately  this  clinic  is  so'  overcrowded  that  it  can  no  longer 
receive  Smethwick  patients,  and  at  the  present  time  efforts  are 
being  made  to  get  somebody  to  take  an  interest  in  the  psychology 
of  our  children. 


It  would  be  easy  either  to  over-estimate  ot  to  under¬ 
value  the  usefulness  of  a  Child  Guidance  Clinic.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  a  very  great  amount  of  suffering  is  experienced  b}’ 
a  small  number  of  school  children  because  of  maladjustment  to 
their  environment,  particularly  when  the  home  life  is  discordant 
or  unhappy.  When  the  child’s  condi'don  is  due  to  a  genuine 
inability  on  the  part  of  willing  parents  to  understand  the 
psychology  oh  their  child,  especially  when  his  make-up  is 
substantially  different  from  the  average  run  of  children,  the 
child  guidance  team  can  work  wonders ;  and  their  greatest  useful¬ 
ness  lies  probably  in  their  ability  to  interpret  to  parents  the 
mental  needs  of  their  children.  When,  however,  the  maladjust¬ 
ment  of  the  child  or,  as  it  would  have  been  called  a  generation 
ago,  the  naughtiness  or  wickedness  of  the  child  is  brcnght  on 
hy  negligence,  deliberate  cruelty,  drunkenness,  or  social  instability 
in  the  home,  and  when  these  conditions  are  allied  wdth  a 
complete  lack  of  affection  for  the  erring  child,  the  clinic  can 
point  the  way  but  can  do  no  more,  and  the  way  in  these  cases 
is  obvious  to  the  veriest  layman.  The  number  of  children  in 
this  latter  group  is  seldom  large,  and  the  remedy  available  is 
usually  the  policy  of  failure,  namely,  the  complete  removal  of 
a  child  from  the  care  of  its  parents,  and  his  adoption  by  new 
parents  or  admission  to  an  institution.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly 
stressed  that  Approved  Homes  are  merely  mirrors  of  our  social 
failure  to  meet  the  needs  O'f  the  child. 


The  birth  rate  in  this  country  has  been  declining  for 
more  than  a  generation,  although  during  the  past  live  or  six 
years  the  rate  has  been  considerably  higher  than  between  the 
Uvo  W  orld  Wars.  At  the  other  end  of  life  the  number  of 
dependent  persons  aged  sixty  and  over  in  the  case  ofl  women 
and  sixty-ffve  in  the  case  of  men,  is  steadily  and  inexorably 
increasing,  and  it  has)  been  estimated  in  the  White  Paper  on 
National  Insurance  that  in  1970  there  will  be  32  persons  over 
pensionable  age  for  each  100  contributors.  This  means  that  the 
ch.ildren  for  wdiose  care  we  are  now  responsible  will  have  to  care 
for  a  larger  number  of  dependents  at  the  twilight  end  of  life, 
together  with  a  larger  number  of  dependents  in  the  dawm  of  life, 
for  it  must  he  remembered  that  the  school  leaving  age  is  due 
to  he  increased  to  sixteen  years  in  the  future.  At  the  present 
time  these  two  dependent  groups  m  the  dawn  and  twilight 
of  life  are  not  together  as  many  as  they  have  been 
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in  llu‘  past,  noi'  so  inan_\  ;is  ihcv  will  Ik.'  in  llu-  t’ninre.  because' 
llie  lalliiii^'  birth  rate'  has  not  )'et  been  C()in])ensate(l  in  numbers 
1))’  the'  increase  in  the  aifcel.  It  wKjuld,  therefore,  ap])ear  sound 
common  sense  and  i^'ood  economics  to  ensure  that  the  children  for 
whose  care  we  are  now"  responsible  should  re'ceiv'e'  the  best 
[)ossible  attention,  and  tluit  every  et'bn't  should  be  made  to  ensure 
that  as  lar  as  it  is  humanly  ])(>ssible.  thev  will  bc'  ])erfect 
specimens  of  manhood  and  \vomanh(3(al  when  thev  enter  the 
l<ab(nir  imirket.  ddieir  burdc'n  wall  be  t^'reater  than  anv 
CiKumunity  in  this  country  has  ever  shouldered  in  the  past. 


This  is  neither  sentiment  nor  sentimentalit)'.  The  hard 
bittt'ii  industrialist  with  his  valuable  lathes  and  machine  tools 
will  take  care  that  they  are  not  ne.ttlected,  that  they  do 

not  rest  in  the  open,  or  that  they  fail  to  receive  the  constant 
attention  which  kee]>s  them  at  the  highest  pitch  of  efficiency, 
d'he  industrialist,  however,  buys  his  steel  tools ;  he  hires  his 
human  ones,  but  in  the  eixl  he  pays  the  full  cost  for  both,  and 
the  human  tool  on  lirst  entering  industry  is  the  most  expensive 
tool  to  produce  in  most  factories,  and  its  production  the  most 
prolonged.  In  spite  of  the  multiplying  advances  in  science 
which  have  bewildered  us  during  the  past  250  years,  since  first 
we  began  to  sink  into  our  modern  civilisation,  it  has  never  been 
found  possible  and  it  never  will  be  found  possible  to  produce  a 
human  tool  in  less  time  than  was  necessary  a  million  years  ago. 


It  has  been  known  for  many  years  that  the  standard  of 
nutrition,  physique  and  sturdiness  of  the  Public  School  child 
has  been  greater  dian  that  of  the  average  elementary  school  child 
and  it  is  equally  obvious  that  it  is  an  economic  t)roposition  for 
the  country  to  ensure  that  the  rising  generation  of  childrer 
from  whatever  grade  of  society  they  spring,  shall  be  provided 
with  evervlhing  that  is  necessarv  to  enable  them  to  attain  the 
maximum  degree  of  health  and  sturdiness  which  is  at  present 
available  to  tiie  most  sheltered  group.  Successive  Ministries  of 
ld)od  have  done  more  to  further  this  object  than  the  entire 
medical  profession,  and  the  rationing  system  which  was  brought 
into  operation  in  this  country  in  the  early  months  of  the  war 
has  laid  the  foundation  of  dietar)-  habits  which  one  trusts  will 
long  continue  in  use  when  the  war  has  been  forgotten. 


ddie  idea  to  which  we  wash  to  work  in  the  School  ITealth 
vService  is  to  render  our  services  unnecessary.  Only  a  generation 
ago  mo-st  of  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  was  carried 
out  b\'  doctors  and  school  nurses.  Xow  the  most  important 
part  is  carried  out  by  other  members  of  the  Ifducalion  Committee’-- 
stat'f,  and  we  look  forward  to  the  time  when  the  Suiiervisor  of 
Meais,  the  Phvsical  1'raining  Instructors,  and  the  Superintendent 
nf  the  School  Canqis  will  be  the  chief  agents  by  whom  we 
mamt'im  the  health  ol  our  children  m  its  optimum  Pjrm.  When 
that  da\'  arrua'S  ])('rha])s  school  nurst'S  will  be  unnecessary,  and

school  medical  officers  merely  advisory,  and  we  shall  bel  able 
to  say,  like  the  gladiators  in  Rome  on  entering-  the  arena  for 
mortal  combat,  as  they  sainted  the  Emperor,  “Te  nwrituri 
saltifamits.’''^ 


Finally,  T  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee,  to  my  colleagues  the 
chief  officials,  and  to  the  members  of  my  own  staff  for'  their 
encouragement  and  assistance  during  the  year.

DEEECTIVE  VISION,  INCECDINC  SOUENT. 

The  mimher  (jf  children  found  to  show  defective  vision 
was  207,  of  whom  127  were  referred  for  refraction.  In  addition, 
41  cases  of  squint  were  referred  for  treatment.  The  ])ercentage 
of  defects  under  this  heading-  was  6.9 

EAR  DISEASES  AND  HEARING. 

The  numher  of  children  found  with  defects  under  this 
heading  was  149  or  4.19r  of  the  t(Jtal  numljer  inspected.  Of 
these  36  .were  referred  for  treatment. 

DENTAL  DEEECTS. 

All  school  children  are  ikwv  suhmitted  to  ])eriodic  examina¬ 
tion  by  the  dental  officers,  and  details  (jf  hndings  and  treatm:int 
provided  are  given  in  the  appendix  to  this  Report,  Table  IW 
At  the  periodic  examinations  in  school,  teeth  are  inspected  by 
the  medical  officers,  hut  onlv  the  most  urgent  cases  are  referred 
to  the  dentists  for  treatment,  thus  to  cjuote  hgures.  puriiorting 
to  represent  the  finding  of  the  doctors  would  be  misleading. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

riiere  was  only  (me  case  of  diphtheria  among  tlu“  school 
population  during  the  year,  comjiared  with  three  last  year,  live 
m  1947,  and  11  m  1946.  There  were  no  fatal  cases  during  the 
last  three  x'ears,  hut  there  were  two  deaths  in  194(). 

During  the  }ear,  939  school  children  were  immunised  against 
diphtheria  and  718  received  secondar\'  or  I'ein forcing  injections. 
It  was  estimated  on  31st  December,  1949'  that  ap'proximatelx 
9()7f  of  the  school  population  was  ])rotected.  In  addition,  1,029 
pre-school  children  were  jirotected  at  the  various  Weltarc 
C  entres,  the  Nurseiw  Scho.ol,  and  hx'  private  me  lical  pract^tioner^ 
dui'ing  the  year. 
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I'herc  were  59  notiiicalions  of  scarlet  fever  in  respect  of 
school  children,  compared  with  65  in  1948,  49  in  1947  and  92 
in  1946.  There  were  nO'  fatal  cases  during:  the  last  four  years. 

Measles  cases  numbered  303  hut  277  (jf  these  were  received 
during-  the  March  quarter  and  represented  the  end  of  the 
previous  year’s  epidemic. 

Whooping-  cough  was  much  less  ]jrevalent,  as  also  was 
chickenpox ;  the  numher  of  cases  of  mumps  was  the  lowest  lor 
many  years. 

The  following  table  gives  comparative  details  of  infectious 
diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  during  the  last  three  years. 
In  the  case  of  the  non-notihable  diseases,  the  hgures  are  obtained 
from  the  Schools.

All  miiKU'  ailments  are  treated  hy  the,  School  Nurses  at 
treatment  clinics,  held  at  "  1  he  hirs,  Coopers  Laiu*  and  at 
Cai)e  Hill.  ITdl  details  of  defects  treated  at  the.se  clinics  during 
the  year  are  provided  in  1  able  111  appended  to  this  Uepoit.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  referred  for  diagiKjsis  and  treat¬ 
ment  to  the  Chest  Clinic,  and  are  kept  under  prolonged 
observation.  X-ray  examinations  are  made  where  indicated  as 
an  aid  to  diagnosis. 


During  the  year  245  children  of  scIkjoI  age,  including 
“  contacts  ”  of  known  patients,  came  under  the  (observation  of 
the  Chest  Clinic  for  the  first  time.  The  findings  in  these  cases 
were  as  follows  :  —

The  total  attendance  of  schocol  children  at  the  clinic  was 
2,472. 

The  Light  Clinic  was  upen  from  January  to  April  and  from 
October  to  December,  special  cases  being  treated  als(0  during 
the  summer  months.  The  iiumlier  of  children  treated  during 
the  year  was  118  and  1,407  attendances  were  made. 

The  chief  conditions  referred  for  light  treatment  were 
adenitis,  Irronchitis,  frequent  "  colds  ”  and  catarrh,  post- 
whooping  cough,  and  contact  cases  of  tiibercukjsis.

REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  DENTAL  OFFICER 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
School  Dental  Service  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1949. 
The  equivalent  of  3.1  full-time  officers  have  been  employed 
devoting  1,470  sessions  to  treatment,  school*  inspections, 
anaesthetics,  clerical  and  administrative  wcnk.  A  total  of  9,256 
children  were  inspected  of  whom  5,140  (55.59A  were  referred 
for  treatment.

Orthodontic  treatment  has  been  maintained  at  about  the 
same  level  as  last  year.  The  amount  of  time  necessary  for  this 
specialised  branch  of  dentistry  is  considerable  so  that  the 
numher  of  sessions  devoted  to  this  work  and  hence  the  number 
of  cases  which  can  be  undertaken  has  to  be  limited  if  the  other 
work  of  the  Clinics  is  not  io  suffer.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  26  cases  under  treatment,  27  appliances  were 
supplied  and  there  were  261  attendances  for  their  fitting  and 
adjustment.  Again  1  have  to  thank  Mr.  WAlpole-Day  and  Mrs. 
Davis  of  the  Orthodontic  Department  of  the  Iffimingham 
Dental  Hospital  for  their  continued  help  and  advice. 

During  the  year  17  dentures  were  supplied  to  replace  front 
teeth  lost  through  accident  or  gross  caries.  In  one  case,  a  girl 
C'f  14  years  was  supplied  with  a  full  upper  denture.  She  had 
recently  come  to  reside  in  the  Torough  and  was  found  on 
examination  to  have  5  teeth  remaining  in  the  upper  jawy  2  of 
which  were  carious.  Repairs  were  carried  out  to  5  dentures. 

A  Kingsway  X-Ray  unit  has  been  installed  at  the  Cape  Hill 
Clinic,  and  although  only  2  patients  were  found  to  require 
X-Ray  examination,  the(  resultant  diagnosis  enabled  the 
appropriate  treatment  to  l)e  given  without  delay.  It  will  prove 
a  valuable  diagnostic  aid  in  cases  where  the  dental  condition 
cannot  be  assessed  accurately  by  clinical  examination  alone 

There  is  little  evidence  that  many  school  children  arc 
receiving  regular  dental  treatment  through  the  General  Dental 
Services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  although  in  a 
small  number  of  cases,  emergency  treatment  has  been  given.  In 
general,  the  private  practitioner  prefers  to  refer  children  to  the 
Clinics.  There  has  been  a  slight  drop  in  the  number  of  Specials 
or  Casuals  sent  to  the  Clinics  during  the  year — 1,216  against  1,385 
in  1948,  but  the  reason  is  more  likely  to  be  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  school  ins]:>ections  rather  than  any  great  drift  to 
the  ])rivate  practitioner. 

In  conclusion,  I  again  should  like  to  express  the  thanks  of 
the  Dental  Officers  to  the  Medical.  Nursing,  and  Clerical  staffs 
of  the  School  and  Public  Health  Services  and  to  Head  Teachers 
and  their  staffs  for  the  valuable  help  and  assistance  they  hav(‘ 
given  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ORGANISER  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION. 

During  the  year  1949,  the  work  in  Physical  Education  ha^ 
made  further  advances,  and  changes  have  been  made  to  l)ring 
the  schemes  in  the  schools  in  line  with  modern  developments. 
These  schemes  drawn  up  for  the  pupils  in  all  schools,  provide 
for  an  all-round  harmonious  development  of  the  children.  That 
is,  they  are  constructed  to  include  activities  that  offer  training 
not  only  for  the  physical  side  of  the  children,  but  also  of  the 
mind.  They  offer  scope  for  inculcating  in  the  minds  of  the 
children,  courage,  conffdence,  self  reliance,  sportsmanship,  the 
will  tO'  help  others  and  a  hygienic  outlook  on  life. 


PRIMARY  schools. 

The  new  scheme  is  wwll  under  way  is  these  schools,  and  the 
children  are  evidently  enjoying  it  more  than  tlie  previous  method 
of  giving  them  formal  exercises  to  perform,  and  activities  must 
he  enjoyed  to  he  heneffcial. 


Most  Primary  Schools  are  now  equipped  with  some  agilit\^ 
apparatus,  for  jumping,  balancing,  and  low  hanging  activities, 
plus  a  large  variety  of  small  apparatus,  such  as  halls,  hoops  and 
canes,  etc. 


The  Primary  Sub-Committee  attended  a  demonstration  of 
the  higher  climbing  apparatus  in  Tam  worth  and  expressed 
themselves  as  being  delighted  with  what  they  saiw.  The  amount 
of  exercise  the  children  received  on  this  apparatus,  their  enjoy¬ 
ment  and  show  of  initiative  vcere  features  of  the  demonstrations, 
which  were  given  by  three  classes  ranging  from  7-11  years  of 
age.  As  a  result  of  this,  one  climbing  frame  is  being  set  up  as 
an  experiment  at  Oldbury  Road  Junior  and  Infants’  School. 
Such  apparatus  wdll  ffll  in  the  gap  between  infancy  and 
adolescence  when  it  has  been  fo'und  that  the  child  gradually 
loses  the  strength  of  its  arms  and  upper  trunk,  through  iwant  of 
appropriate  exercise.  It  will  provide  facilities  for  all  kinds  of 
hanging,  heaving  and  climbing  movements,  so  that  by  the  time 
the\  child  is  11  years  of  age  and  ready  to  be  transferred  to 
the  Secondary  School  its  arms  and  upper  trunk  will  be  strong 
enough  to  carry  on  with  the  more  strenuous  activities  suita1)le 
for  children  of  that  age. 


Such  a  scheme  coupled  with  Organised  (lames  and  swimming 
provides  the  Primary  School  children  with  a  very  full  programme 
of  Physical  Education;  a  scheme  that  gives  full  scope  to  their 
natural  instincts  and  guides  into  the  right  channels  the  great 
stort‘  of  energv  which  vonng  children  have  at  their  disposal. 
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S15C(  )XOAKY  SCllOOiA. 

These  schools  include  in  their  scheme  (d  l’h\sical  lulucalicjn, 
all  the  activities  of  the  Primary  Schools  and  also  Athletics, 
lloxin^y  IPasket  Ihill  and  Life  Saviiy^',  etc.  That  is,  they  carr}' 
the  Ihdmary  scheme  to  a  more  advanced  staj^e  and  also'  add 
activities  that  are  suited  to  the  physique  of  older  children.  lhe\ 
are  sup^died  with  qymnasiumsl  and  a])t)aratus  that  lend  them¬ 
selves  to  stronger  movement  and  more  complicated  activities. 


It  is  hoped  that  instruction  in  Canvas  Camping  will  soon 
he  part  of  the  IMv.  scheme.  Much  discussion  has  already  taken 
place  on  this  sul)ject  and  although  no  practical  action  has  yet 
heeii  made,  there  is  every  possilnlity  that  in  the  near  future  this 
neglected  hut  most  heneheial  as])ect  of  P.k^.  will  he  part  of  the 
curriculum  of  some  schools. 


For  the  Smethwick  children  living  as  they  do  in  a  very 
closely  built-up  industrial  area,  this  activity  presents  an  ideal 
way  of  living,  exercising,  working  and  holidaying  in  surroundings 
that  are  healthy  and  totally  different  from  the  town  in  which 
they  live. 


PLAYING  FIELDS. 

The  urgent  need  for  Playing  Fields  for  Smethwick  school¬ 
children  is  receiving  more  and  more  attention  and  efforts  are 
continually  being  made  to  acquire  land  for  this  purpose. 

The  work  of  repairing  the  field  at  the  L  plands  School  is 
still  going  on  and  until  the  time  comes  when  the  children  can  be 
accommodated  on  their  own  School_  Playing  Fields,  the  schools 
take  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  granted  by  the  Estate^ 
Committee,  in  the  Public  Parks.  Despite  the  gmnerous  allowance 
made  by  this  Committee,  however,  the  facilities  fall  very,  very 
far  short  of  the  schools’  requirements. 


SWT  MM  ENG. 

Most  Secimdary  Schools  and  this  year  some  I’rimary  Schools 
attended  the  baths  for  swimming  or  Life/  Saving_  instruction 
througlumt  the  W'inter.  There  is  an  ever  increasing  demand 
from 'schools  for  facilities  at  the  baths  and  although  facilities 
in  the  Poremgh  are  among  the  best  in  the  country,  stil  move 
is  needed  to  meet  the  demand  and  accommodate  every  child  who 
is  phvsicallv  ht  to  receive  instiuction  and  is  of  the  age  to  start. 
Some  Primarv  Schoeffs  send  children  from  the  first  year  group, 
that  is  7-8  years  of  age.  This  is  a  good  thing,  as  the  }Oungei 
thev  start  the  quicker  they  learn  to  swim  and  like  the  water. 
Children  at  this  age  usually  do  uot  show  as  much  feai  ot  t  u 
water  as  do  older  children. 

During  this  vear  the  swimming  at  the  schools’  galas  was 
uniformlv'of  a  very  standard  and  is  to  be 

excellent'  instruction  the  chiblren  receive  the  tacilitics  he^ 
enjoy  and  the  fact  that  more  and  more  schoolc  ari'  ntdisiiyy  t  use 
facilities  tlirouijhoiit  the  year.
